Poor old New York! To judge by the 
names and localities of the opening plays 
of the new season, one might almost 
imagine that the city had become sud- 
denly truly rural. There is something of 
irony in the fact that after waiting eagerly 
through weeks of cool weather for the 
theaters to be opened, the first attraction 
to be offered to metropolitans should be a 
play which has already been seen in 
probably every town, village and hamlet 
throughout the United States. I refer to 
“York State Folks,” which opened the 
season at the Majestic, and which now 
promises to repeat at that theater, some- 
thing of the success which it has scored 
everywhere else during the past two years. 

As a matter of fact, New Yorkers are 
York State folks themselves, but there 
really seemed very little in common be- 
tween them and the village type of the 
play. There is no particular use in de- 
scribing its plot. It is just simply one of 
the 57 varieties of rural drama. Its chief 
claims to novelty are that its cast of char- 
acters contains no injured lady, and with 
the injured lady cut out, of course there 
is no chance to use a snowstorm. They 


put a snowstorm into these rural plays 
only for the purpose of allowing the in- 
jured lady to go out in it to buy the 
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black dress that she will have to wear in 
the next act. But even with these two 
time-honored attributes of success miss- 
ing, “York State Folks” pleased the 
audience hugely. Unfortunately, its run 
in New York is limited, for the Majestic 
had booked other attractions to follow in 
a few weeks. At one of the downtown 
theaters, with unlimited time ahead of it, 
this play might have succeeded in dupli- 
cating the enormously successful runs of 
its two predecessors, “The Old Home- 
stead” and ‘“‘Way Down East.” Perhaps 
Iam exaggerating in making that state- 
ment, for a play that succeeds in living 
as long as ‘‘'The Old Homestead” occurs 
only once or twice in a half century. 
All managers will tell you that there is 
more money to be made in one of these 
“B’gosh dramas,” if it proves a success, 
than in any other form of entertainment 
on the stage. The reason of this is easily 
to be seen; these plays as a rule are 
simple, elemental in their plot and situa- 
tions, and must, if they succeed at all, 
contain a whole lot of human nature. 

At the opening performance of “‘York 
State Folks,” manager W. A. Brady, the 
owner of “Way Down East,” which is 
now playing its twelfth engagement in 
New York at the Academy of Music, said 
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to me, “I never miss the production of 
one of these hayseed plays, for I am 
always on the lookout for a new gold 
mine. If you remember, when I first 
produced ‘Way Down East,’ nine years 
ago at the Standard Theater, the critics 
with one voice declared it was the same 
old story, just another rural play. But I 
am glad to say that my partner, Joseph 
Grismer, and myself, were wise enough 
to realize that there was a fortune in it, 
provided it was properly engineered. 
Our first engagement in New York was a 
financial failure, but from the moment it 
took to the road, the tide turned in its 
favor, and from that day to this there has 
never been a season when we have not 
netted a profit of at least $100,000 from 
this play. In the nine years since I 
started ‘Way Down East’ on its career, I 
have had stars of many calibers and plays 
of all species under my management. 
On some of them I made money and on 
others I have lost barrelfuls, but whether 
they were successes or failures, none of 





them has ever been able to hold a candle 
in my humble and perhaps prejudiced 
estimation to good old ‘Way Down East,’ 
which provides me regularly with bread 
and butter, and frequently with jam. 
The other managers may import all the 
foreign stars in the firmament and they 
may produce all the spectacles that they 
can find room for, but if I can only un- 
earth another ‘Way Down East’ about 
once in every decade, your uncle Bill 
Brady, one of these days, will be able to 
have his tombstone set in diamonds.” 


From “York State Folks” to ‘Easy 
Dawson,” the new play at Wallack’s in 
which Raymond Hitchcock, the comic 
opera comedian, emerged as a straight 
comedy star, was not such a very long 
jump. Edward Kidder, who made a for- 
tune writing plays for the late Sol Smith 
Russell, is its author, and in all its details 
it follows the line of his old successes. 
The remarkable success which Mr. Hitch- 
cock scored in ‘““The Yankee Consul” is 
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Raymond Hitchcock, Jeffreys Lewis, Nick Briglio and Flora Zabelle in “Easy Dawson” 
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Miss Lovell Taylor 


evidently the cause of his essaying comedy 
work, and possibly the great hit which 
that other graduate from the musical 
comedy ranks, David Warfield, has scored 
in legitimate work, has had something to 
do with Mr. Hitchcock’s change of heart. 
As an eccentric actor there certainly 
ought to be for him a very wide field in 
dramatic work, but it is a question wheth- 
er “Easy Dawson” is strong enough to 
establish him as an actor rather than a 
singing comedian. As a matter of fact, 
Hitchcock never sang. He talked his 
songs, and that was one of their very 
greatest charms. In the new piece he 
has a lyric entitled ‘And the World Goes 
on Just the Same,” which is one of the 
best songs which he has sung. It is 
exceptional for the reason that while 
there is plenty of comedy in it there is 
just the least straim of pathos too, and 
being in @ sense a topical song it will 
admit of no end of development in the 
way of extra verses. 

Easy Dawson is an inventor, a whole- 
souled sort of a ne’er-do-well, who is 
never so interesting and wholly lovable 
as when he is entirely irresponsible and 
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unequivocally drunk. His position as 
chief of the local fire department keeps 
him amply supplied with excuses for his 
favorite specialty. In fact, he declares 
that he feels justified in getting a jag 
every time there is a false alarm. Now, 
it is a strange, but an undeniable fact, 
that ever since the days when the late 
Mr. Jefferson played Rip Van Winkle 
for the first time, stage drunkards have 
worn more or less of a halo with the 
audience. That is, provided that the 
drunkard, of course, is the hero of the 
piece, and is fond of dogs and children 
and scorns clean collars and all that sort 
of thing. Easy Dawson is another chip 
of the same old alcoholic hogshead. He 
has invented a wonderful cream-sepa- 
rator, but the patent of it has been stolen 
from him by the skim milk villain, who is 
rich, of course, and has a handsome son 
with whom, equally of course, Easy 
Dawson’s lovely daughter has fallen in 
love. A rich widow who loves Easy 


Dawson surreptitiously, almost as much 
as she does her automobile in public, 
succeeds in getting the patent away from 
the wicked old man and restoring it to

its creator. This, of course, puts Easy 
on Easy street, and a month later, when 
the third act begins, he is found living in 
a palatial residence with all modern im- 
provements and a sextette to sing to him 
whenever his own voice gives out. By 
this time also he has taken the pledge, a 
fact which the audience, it must be c:n- 
fessed, rather regrets, as Easy was cer- 
tainly at his best in his most drunken 
moments. 

The trouble with the play in its present 
form is that it is neither flesh, blood nor 
good musical comedy. It is billed as an 
American comedy, and the first act car- 
ried out this title fairly well. Every now 
and then the action is stopped in order 
that Mr. Hitchcock may entertain his 
fellow-members of the fire brigade with a 
song, but as these are the sort of inter- 
ruptions that the admirers of Mr. Hitch- 
cock came to the theater to get, they are 
always welcome. Before the end, the 
play as a play goes all to pieces, and the 
musical specialties follow thick and fast 
Miss May Irwin is about the only star 
who has successfully carried this form of 
entertainment to a logical and wholly 
jovial conclusion, and she has succeeded 
chiefly because she has always been wise 


enough to exclude even a 
pathos from the performance.

ments in “Easy Dawson” which carry 
the least conviction. If Mr. Hitchcock 
is wise he will cut them out entirely, for 
clever as he is as a character actor, as a 
portrayer of pathos he does not ring true. 


The eyes of the dramatic world are 
focused with a good deal of interest 
on Alfred Sutro, the young English 
playwright, whose play “The Walls of 
Jericho,” which James K. Hackett 
is soon to produce here, was the one 
great success of the last London season. 
Therefore, when Manager Daniel Froh- 
man announced that he would produce 
the first play in America from Mr. Sutro’s 
pen at the Lyceum, as a curtain raiser to 
“Mrs. Leffingwell’s Boots,” an unusually 
large audience for a summer’s night gath 
ered there to see ‘A Maker of Men.” 

It proved to be a very cleverly written 
little domestic dialogue. The programme 
called it a drama, but it had scarcely 
action enough to merit that title. There 
are only two characters in it, a London 
bank clerk and his young wife, a com- 
monplace little couple enough, who are 
clevotedly attached to each other and are 
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Raymond Hitchcock as Easy Dawson 


doing their best to make both ends 
meet and make a showing on three hun- 
dred pounds a year. As the curtain rises 
the husband is telling the wife that their 
days of struggle and hardship are almost 
over. He is expecting at any moment, 
he says, to receive word from the bank of 
his promotion to the position of manager. 
He stands next in the line of succession, 
and though there are two or three 
younger clerks who have come up more 
rapidly than he had come, still it is quite 
impossible that the managers would think 
of putting any one of them over his head. 
Of course there have been times when he 
made mistakes; on one occasion he lost 
a good deal of money for the bank 
through an act of carelessness, but at 
the same time from remarks which had 
been made to him he feels certain that 
the promotion will be his. A knock 
comes at the door. The maid enters 
with a note. He seizes it eagerly, sees 
that it comes from the bank officials and 
then, trembling with excitement, hands it 
still unopened to his wife. “You open 
it, darling,” he says; ‘let me hear the 
good news from your dear lips.’’ She 
tears the letter open and as she scans its 
contents she turns pale. He holds out 
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his hands for the letter, but she keeps it 
from him fora moment. He reads the 
story of his failure in her face. In a mo- 
ment she is all smiles again, and, putting 
her arm about his neck, she bids him be 
of good courage, other chances are sure 
to come, bigger chances, opportunities 
which will give him even a greater scope 
for his financial genius, and even if they 
don’t come—well, think what they have 
already. It is true they have to pinch 
and stint themselves in many little ways, 
but after all, that has only made the 
things which they had the dearer to 
them. And then think of it there 
are still the children. He might be the 
president of the Bank of England, and 
yet not be the father of three such beau- 
tiful boys as he has now. She turns her 
face to him lovingly and kisses him, ex- 
claiming, ‘‘Whatever your disappoint- 
ments may be, dearest, remember you are 
a maker of men.” The rdle of the wife 
was played with sympathy and charm by 
Miss Margaret Illington, who is Mrs. 
Daniel Frohman in private life. Ernest 
Lawford supported her in the rather 
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thankless réle of the husband. 

This little play shows at least that 
Mr. Sutro has a facile pen and a very 
human way of touching the little things 
of life. His other play, “The Walls of 
Jericho,” in which Arthur Bourchier and 
his wife, Miss Violet Bamburgh, have 
startled London, must from all accounts 
be built on broader and more powerful 
lines. It is a bitter, scathing arraign- 
ment of London’s society in its reigning 
vice at the present moment, the game of 
bridge. To bridge and its accompany- 
ing evils Mr. Sutro lays the blame for all 
the sorrows and tribulations which befall 
the hero and heroine of his play. In 
this country Mr. Hackett will be seen as 
the burly young South African million- 
aire who marries a cold and worldly 
noblewoman and finally wins her from 
her artificial life. His wife, Miss Mary 
Mannering, will be seen as the stately 
aristocrat; quite a new role for her ina 
way, for formerly Miss Mannering’s roles 
have usually been of an extremely tender 
and sympathetic type. The Hacketts 
are to make their headquarters at the 
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Miss Frances Ring 














Savoy for the entire season, and they will 
head one of the several stock companies 
which promise to make theatricals on 
Broadway this winter unusually interest- 


ing. 


Under the direction of the Shuberts 
and Henry Miller, Miss Margaret An- 
glin is to head another stock company at 
the Princess, and just next-door to her at 
the Fifth Avenue Mr. Proctor is organiz- 
ing what promises to be one of the strong- 
est stock organizations which Broadway 
has known in some years. This com- 
pany will include Miss Amelia Bingham, 
Charles Richman, E. D. Lyons, J. H. Gil- 
mour and Miss Gertrude Coghlan. 

And, by the way, speaking of Miss 
Coghlan reminds me of an intensely 
interesting story which I heard the other 
day with regard to the final resting place 
of her father, that famous actor, the late 
Charles Coghlan. It will be remem- 
bered that Mr. Coghlan died in Galves- 
ton, Texas, and was buried there a short 
time before the great Galveston flood. 
At the time of the flood the graveyard in 
which he was buried was swept into the 
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sea and all trace of the bodies buried 
there was lost. Some months afterwards 
some boys, playing in a wood two or three 
miles from the spot where the graveyard 
had been, saw a long dark object caught 
in the branches of a tree. Upon their 
climbing the tree it was found to be a 
coffin bearing Charles Coghlan’s name. 
The body was subsequently reburied in 
Galveston. 


Evidently Miss Nella Bergen, who has 
just made a most successful début in 
vaudeville, is one who doesn’t believe 
much in a name, particularly when it 
belongs to one only througn one’s hus- 
band. On the afternoon of her début at 
Proctor’s I saw Miss Bergen talking 
quite indignantly with the manager of 
the house, in front of one of the bill- 
boards on which her name, “Nella Ber- 
gen,” was printed in large letters and 
then in brackets immediately beneath it, 
“Mrs. De Wolf Hopper.” It was this 
bracketed phrase which had aroused 
Miss Bergen’s indignation, and her hus- 
band, who was standing beside her at the 
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moment, seemed to enjoy the joke hugely. 
Miss Bergen was insisting that the brack- 
ets and their contents should be removed 
immediately. 

After winning her point, Miss Bergen 
explained the situation in this wise: “‘I 
don’t believe in trading on any one’s 
name, even when that name happens to 
be my husband’s. If I can’t make good 
and draw audiences as Nella Bergen, the 
name under which I made whatever repu- 
tation I have as an artist, the sooner I 
retire into private life and become Mrs. 
De Wolf Hopper entirely, the better for 
me and my public, I should think. 
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That’s one of the things that I like best 
about the vaudeville business, from the 
little that I have seen of it. A name 
may carry you through one performance, 
but it can’t make your audience go en- 
thusiastic about your work, and I really 
think that the audiences which attend 
the variety theaters nowadays are if 
anything more critical, and certainly more 
frank in their expression of opinions 
whether in favor or dislike, than the 
audiences at the regular first-class 
theaters. Now, I’m as dutiful a wife as 
you will find anywhere,” laughed Miss 
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Bergen, “but why on earth should I 
spend thousands of dollars in voice cul- 
ture and go through untold agony and 
privation to bring my weight down fifty 
pounds, in order to be billed as Mrs. De 
Wolf Hopper? Besides, my husband 
needs all the fame he can earn for him- 
self.” 


If the present season indicates one 
thing more than another, it is that the 
next six months will witness a large num- 
ber of revivals of old successes. One of 
the first of these to start on tour will be 
“The Heart of Maryland,” for which 
David Belasco is now forming a specially 
strong cast. Miss Odette Tyler has been 
engaged for Mrs. Leslie Carter’s original 
role, and Orrin Johnson, R. D. MacLean, 
Walter Edinger, and Mrs. Edna Wallace 
Hopper will be among the other members 
of the company. 

It is doubtful if, since the old, old 
days, when the stock companies used to 
present a farce, a burlesque and a tragedy 
every night, and change the bill at least 
twice a week, a company has had to face 
as intricate and arduous a task as now 
confronts E. H. Sothern and Miss Julia 
Marlowe at the Herald Square Theater, 
where they are rehearsing three Shake- 
spearean plays at once. It had originally 
been intended that these artists should 
rehearse and produce ‘The Taming of 
the Shrew”’ first, and then devote their 
attention to the two other Shakespearean 
plays which they are to add to their 
répertoire this year, but it turned out that 
the contracts with the theaters called for 
the three new productions to be made in 
each city where they played, and the con- 
sequence is now that while Mr. Sothern 
is rehearsing some members of the com- 
pany in “The Taming of the Shrew” 
on the stage, Miss Marlowe, out in the 
foyer of the theater, is perfecting herself 
in ““The Merchant of Venice,’’ while up- 
stairs in the balcony a corps of supers 
are being put through their paces in the 
business of ‘‘Twelfth Night.” I have 
often thought if the public at large could 
catch a glimpse of the actor in the strain 
and labor of rehearsal, how much greater 
would be the interest shown in the per- 
formance when it occurs.

The modern magazines abound with success 
talk and success advice to young men; all 
preach the gospel of work, of close application, 
of originality. Certainly no stone has been left 
unturned to arouse the youth of this country 
to renewed, original effort, but it rarely occurs 
that a really new idea is born and brought to 
successful conclusion.

FIRST—THE PREFERRED STOOK is 
called preferred because it constitutes an abso- 
lute first claim, in effect A FIRST MORT- 
GAGE on the entire assets, property, property- 
rights, trade-marks, trade-rights, etc., and the 
net profits of the business.

HISTORY OF CO-OPERATION 
From John Stuart Mill’s 
Political Economy ”’ 


‘*Principles of 


Distributive co-operation has its origin in 
the fact that the expenses of a middle-man 
between the producer and the consumer may 
be entirely dispensed with. The extraordinary 
growth of co-operation is one of the most cheer- 
ing signs of modern times. Distributive co- 
operation originated in Rochdale, in England, 
ibout 1844, with a few laborers desirous of 
saving themselyes from the high prices paid for 
poor provisions. By uniting, they purchased 
tea by the chest, sugar by the hogshead, which 
they sold to each member at market prices. 
They were surprised to find a large profit by 
the operation, which they divided propor- 
tionally to the capital subscribed. Others 
soon joined them; they took a store-room, 
and in 1882 there were 10,894 members, with 
a share capital of $1,576,215, and with realized 
profits in that year of $162,885. They have 
erected expensive steam flour mills, and the 
society occupies eighteen branch establish- 
mentsin Rochdale. Libraries containing more 
than 15,600 volumes, and classes in science, 
language and the technical arts, attended by 
500 students, have been maintained. The 
extension of the Rochdale store led to the 
necessity of a wholesale establishment of 
their own. It is now a large institution with 
branches in London and Newcastle. ‘It owns 
manufactories in London, Manchester, New- 
castle, Leicester, Durham and Crumpsall; 
and it has depots in Cork, Limerick, Kilmallock, 
Waterford, Tipperary, Tralee and Armagh, 
for the purchase of butter, potatoes and eggs. 
It has buyers in New York and Copenhagen, 
and it owns two steamships. It has a bank- 
ing department with a turn over of more than 
$60,000,000 annually.’”’ 

Several persons each subscribe a sum to 
make up the share capital of a store, and a per- 
son is selected to take charge of the purchase 
and care of the goods. The advantages of the 
plan are: (1) A division among the co-opera- 
tors of all the net profits of the retail trade; 
(2) a saving in advertisements, since members 
are always purchasers without solicitation; 
3) no loss by bad debts, since cnly cash sales 





are permitted; and (4) security against fraud 
as to the character of the goods, because there 
is no inducement to make gains by adulter- 
ations. It is often found that the capital is 
turned over ten times in the course of a year; 
while the cost of management in the whole- 
sale Rochdale stores does not amount to one 
per cent on the returns. 

Co-operation presents many serious difficul- 
ties, the chief of which is the need of managing 
ability. Some one in the association must 
know the wholesale markets well, the proper 
time to buy; he must know the processes of 
the special production thoroughly, the best 
machinery, the best adaptation of labor to 
the given end; he must know the whims of 
purchasers, and be ready to change his products 
accordingly—in short, a man eminently fitted 
for success in his own business or factory is 
essential to the profitable management of one 
belonging to a body of co-operators. It is 
very often only his skill, prudence and expe- 
rience that make the difference between a 
failure and a success in business.

ARLYLE compared Mankind to a Flock of 
te Sheep. 

‘* Stretch a rope across acountry path, he 
said, about a foot and a half from the ground. 

‘Then drive a flock of Sheep over it! 

When the Bell-wether (or leader) has jumped 
that elevated rope, lower it to the ground, and note 
what happens. 

Every sheep in the flock that follows will 
jump a foot and a half in the air over that same 
rope though it now lies slack on the earth. 

They follow the Bell-wether blindly,—uzrea- 
soningly,— without regard to changed conditions. 

They don’t jump for the same reason that 
the Bell-wether jumped, nor for any other reason, 
but just because they saw another Sheep jump a 
given height, at a given spot. 

Carlyle’s comparison fits the Advertising sit- 
uation like a blister. 

There be flocks of Sheep innumerable, in the 
Advertising field, Neighbor!

When Sapolio used the ‘‘Spotless Town”’ 
jingles, merely to revive mental impressions 
created by previous logical advertising, the flock 
of Sheep ran amuck on jingles, regardless of 
their application to other purposes. 

When ‘‘Uneeda Biscuit’? appeared on the 
market to fill a colossal waiting demand for a five- 
cent package, it was backed by an appropriation 
the mere volume of which must create a sensation 
(whether it sold goods or not.) 

It, in turn, was followed by a brood of idiotic 
trade marks launched on the Advertising field 
after it and because of it. 

When ‘‘Ivory Soap’’ Publicity appeared on 
the scene, with its full pages of pretty pictures, 
and its Five per cent. of Selling Effect, the Sheep 
concluded ¢hat too must be ‘‘the best ever’’ in 
advertising, so they promptly got in line and 
leaped the imaginary rope. 

Then we had an epidemic of empty catch- 
phrases, following hard upon ‘‘Good Morning! 
Have you used Pears’ Soap?’’ This, regardless of 
the fact that Pears’ much parodied phrase had a 
foundation of a hundred years in accumulated 
advertising to tide it over its period of mental 
aberration. 

Where are these false Gods of Advertising 
today? 





‘Spotless Town’’ is off the map, and Hand 
Sapolio is now being advertised on the good old 
reason-why basis that built House Sapolio. 

The brood of ‘‘Try-a-bita,’’ ‘‘U-want-a,’’ and 
such other Uneeda chickens, have gone home to 
roost long before the tolling of Curfew bell. 

‘‘Uneeda Biscuit’’ itself, with the millions 
of Trust money behind it, can afford to keep up 
the Publicity bluff better than it can afford to 
admit the mistake of starting it. 

But there are, every now and then, unwilling 
admissions of a Change of Heart, in such of their 
advertisements as ‘‘The Food Value of a Soda 
Cracker,’’ recently published. 

Where, too, is their dear little,’costly ‘‘Zu-zu?”’ 

And where is that meteor of General Public- 
ity ‘‘Cremo Cigar’’ which flashed across the hor- 
izon of Advertising with its million-dollar outlay 
for Bill-Board display in Newspaper space? 

It, too, has also gone into eclipse. 

The American Tobacco Co., which ‘‘paid the 
Piper’’ for Cremo ‘‘Publicity’’ is zow using forits 
United Cigar Stores, through a New York Agency 
the ‘‘Reason-Why’’ copy it shoudd have used from 
the beginning for ‘‘Cremo’’ Cigars.

Study the Ivory Soap advertising of the pres- 
ent, and watch it for the future. 

You will find in it, month by month, /ess 
pointless picture, and more ‘‘reason-why,’’ though 
its owners will hate to admit the change of atti- 
tude their experience has induced. 

Pears’ Soap no longer says ‘‘Good Morning,"’ 
nor quotes, in place of it, any other catch-phrase.
